certain mental disorder, known as 
dementia praecoz, t was impos- 
sible to say when this disense be- 
gan. but on his present condition 
he (witness) would say -that it 
had been persistent for at least 
six months, .and personally he 
thought it had existea for some 
years, although perhaps not to the 
present extent.

The restaurateur’s fnther was Leo 
XIIL, King: of the Armenian Kor- 
rassan, who was deposed by the 
Tsar and granted an Income of

a’ thousand years + no fewer than 
twenty-five of his ancesters were 
rulers in the enst,'one of them 
(Guido de Lusignan) being King 
of Jerusalem in 1186, and seventeen 
membera of the family being rulers 
of Cyprus before the islnid came 
into the possession of Venice. 
After his dethronement King Leo 
came to Milan and lived in luxury 
till the Russian subsjdy — ceased 
simultaneously with the failure of 
n banker who controlled the King's 
funds: After this the King lived 
on the procerds of the sale of his 
jewels. Falling in love with a poor 


JItalian girl, he married, ard begat 


nu ochreer as ap artist; the fact 
that he possessed talent being 
vouched for hy, @ portrait of hin 
wife, enlled “Woman With a Rose, 

which in 1872 won the yreat. priz 
at the Milan exhibition, and now 
hangs in the station buffet. at 
Varallo, 

Pitty-five years aio King Lee 
died in Milan oin great poverty, 
lonving five children, of which only 
the restaurateur now survives, 
After bin father’s death Guido di 
Lusignano apprenticed himself to a 
carpenter, and later became oa 
waiter, For thirty years he was 
employed by the \ ams 
pany, Which rewarc i 
silver medal. Guido di Lusignana 
relates With amusement that people 
have asked to be adopted by him, 
and were’ willing to pay 300,000 lire 
for the une of his name (originally 
the Freneh one de" Lusignand, but 
he dees not trade with his patrony- 
mic.

DREISER'S ATTACK ON

FILM INDUSTRY'S UNWILLING- 
NESS TO PACE REALISM. 


Now York, Apr. 12. 

Mr. ‘Theodore Dreiser, the 
author, who recently slapped Mr. 
Stnelair Lewis, has mudé a violent 
attack on Hollywood, whence -he 
has retumed, to New York after 
seeing What the film producers 
have done with his book, “An 
American Tragedy.” He said he 
had been “ted ‘through double 
doors to meet generalissimos, who 
jumped around like monkeys and 
talked like children,”,but discovered 
they had drastically altered his 
book until “it pictures meas writ- 
ing something I never in the world 
could have written,” 

Mr. Dreiser’ declares that he 
will bring an action in the federal 
courts to restrain the showing of 
the film. He argues that the film 
industry is unwilling to face 
realism.
